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Reconstruction—Probable Action ot the

Joint Commitlee,
T problem of reconstraciion continues to
bo the vital question bafore the country. Ie
must be so until it shall finally be solved.
There are ramors that the Reconstruction
Committee in Congress is about to report.
What will be the character of that report—
what its recommendations—what its policy—
we are not informed., That some conditions,
as a prerequisite to the admission of repre-
gentatives from the Rebel communities, will
be required, mey be assumed as cevtain, The
idea that they are to walk in and tuke their
geats, as n matter ol right, from the mere fact
‘hiat their communities inhabic o portion of
the <ountry which constitutes the United
States of Amoriea, 18 now pretty  generally
abandoned.

Some propositions have been reported Intely
to the Reconstruction Committee, which pos-
sibly foreshadow some of the features of the
policy to be proposed. Among them Is the
following, which is said te be the suggesgion
of Hon. Roperr Dare Owex, It i5 in-
tended as an amendment to the Constitu
tion :(—

Seotion one provides that on and after thedth
of July, 1874, there shall be no discrimimanon in
the United States on aceount of color; bt thut
all mule citizens ol the age ol 21 yeurs shall be
e al vowers at all elecwous, Federal and State,

=section two provides that tor the period of ren
veurs from the 4th ol July next, repres mtit v
in Longress and EBieotyral votes for Presi) ut
and Vice-President ghall ba ||mnrlmu o T
ing w the number of legal voters i foe respoc.
five Sttes, und niter that iaM’i!Jli by population,
as wt presens,

Seotton three dectares that there shall be vo
daseranination of’ avil n.r'lu& irom and atter the
pi=sage ot this amepdment, atfirming in offect
the constitutionality ot the Lml Rights uil,

section four provides that no obligations for
habuities Incurred in aid of the Rebelhon, or

cogpensuuon for tlav=s cmaneipnted by militare
anffiority, shall be pald by the Unitod States or
any State,

‘To the foregoing is attached an enabling
act, which provides that when any one of the
States lately in insurrection shall have rati-
fled the toregoing amendments, arnd changed
ita Constitution and laws to correspond
therewith,
pate in legislation, and its Representatives
be allowed to take their seats in Congress,
without any other terms or provisions.

This plan, it will be seen, while going fur-
ther, 's of’ the same general character as that
proposed by Senator STEWART, of Nevada,
and has some features in common with that
recently presented by Senator LANE, of
Kansas, and which he declared to be in ne-
cordance with the views of President Joiy-
pon, It covers, first, the question of sul-
{range by a universal rule, applying North
and Houth alike, but not to take effect until
1876; secondly. it meets the vexed question
of the basis of representation in an equita-
ble mauner; thirdly, it establishes the princi-
ple of civil equality throughout the country ;
lastly, it guards against any payment by the
United States, or by any State, of Bebel obli-
eations or of compensation for slaves,

That gome orall of these polnts must be
met in any proposed plan of reconstraction is
quite evident, as they real'y cover the ouly
matters in diepute. It is possible that a less
sweeping measure may be decided upon.
Nor do we cousider it as at all impossible,
that Congress and the President may
yet harmonize upon substantially the same
plan oi action, Their dflerences hitherto go
rather to matters of detail than to principles.
The President himself has exacted important
guarantees from the KRebel communities—
Congress merely proposes to go still further
in the same diréction, There must, there-

fore, be some common ground upon which |

they can #tand. For the good ol the coun-
iry, as well as for the continued unity and
power of the great parly which by its intelli-
gence and patriotism, has so far conducted
this struggle towards its ultimate triamphb,
we trust that this common ground may be
found aud oceupled.

The “News” on Sufirage,

Tue New York Daily News has & new in-
dictment against the Republican party
namely, that it 18 opposed o the principle of
uniw-r‘nl suffrage. It bri gs forward, in sup-
port of this charge, the fact that the Republi-
cans throw eafeguards around the purity of
the balloi-box in the shape of regisiry laws,
and the llke, As this interferes with the
Democratic principle of “coting early and
voting often,” it ot course militates agains
universal sufirage, especially the wiiversa)
sufirage of the repeaters and ballot-box
ttuffers,

Anpother fact is, that under the recent cen-

sus New York city does not get quite so

large a representation in the Legislature as
she would like. Her population was moluge
when & draft of soldiers to fight the Rebals
was to be made, Now.when she wounld con-
trol the legislation of the State, it is, unfor-
tunately too small. This, too, proves that the
Republicans are opposed to noiversal suffrage.

Finally, the Republicans, us the News asserls,
fayor the universal extension of the suffrage
simply that it may operdte as an Overdose
upon the body-politic, and that, in the ensaing
reaction, the basis of suffrage may be finally
fixed upon intelligence, such as the ability to

it shali be allowed to partici- |
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rend and write.
cut down the Democratie vole terribly, no
doubt ; still, we must pronounas this last charge
buseless. inasmuch as there is no evidence
to show that the Republicans tavor universal
suffrage with any such ulterior motive as the
News asserts; or that, il universal suffrage
should onge prevall, any such reaction as pre-
dicted would take place. ‘the first two
counts may stand, but this last will have to
be given up.

DBy the way, how long is it since the News
was advocating negro suflrage ?

‘Ihe doctrines of Mormondom,
once propagated, sprang ready armed, with
a host of followess, upon our peaple. So also
the spiritunlistic teachings of ANDREW
JACksoN DAvVIS swept over our land with
frightful rapidity, and made within a fow
vears a multitude of converts. It ia of the
origin and progress of Spiritualism, Psycho-
mancy, Swedenborgianism, or whutever
eise you please to call it, or that we would
speak. .

In 1820, was born of
humblé parents,in Orange ¢ounty, New York,
the father of the faith, AxvrEW J. DAVIS, In
childhood and youth he fullowed the decidedly
material trade of a cobbler. When he was in his
seventeenth year, after having experienced o
series of mysterous manifestations, an iti-
perant mesmerist named GRIMES appeared
! and inculeated the rudiments of the beliel,
| On removal to Poughkeepsie the village
tailor became a medium, and young JAOKSON
and he commenced the crusade together in

1845, He lmmediately visited New York
| ¢ity, and there met for the flrst time with

Lyox and FisapouGi, two men ‘to lortune
| and Lo fame unknown,” who were destined by
fate to become the editors of his revelations.
Fecling a fit coming on, the juvenile seer
retired into privacy, and he, with his editors,
was cheecfully employed from Nevember,
1845, to February, 1047, in undergoing a series
of attacks of prophetie fury. The result was
a work of gigantic size, entitled “The Divine
Principles of Nature,” which is still a stand-
ard with all true believers.

What the unfortunate Davis may have
Leen doing during these fiiteen months, we
¢ know not, but we cannot but admire the in-
dustiy of his editors, The [roit of their labors
was this grand mingling of all the iniidel
writers from the aze of BRUxO to that of
StrrAvuss, They laid under contribution all
the teachers of Spinozeism, Fourerism, Simo-
nianism, and Rationalism, ‘and resorted to
wholesale plagiarism. This mad mixture
of infide]l extracts from “Gulliver” and “Mun-

of Holy Writ by its followers. In 1848, when
